While kindergartners and first- 
graders do not receive letter 
grades, the district also h.is added 
detail to their quarterly grade 
reports. The checks, pluses and 
minuses that indicated student 
performance will be replaced with 
more informative marks. 

“Parents are going to be much 
better-informed about what their 
children are doing in the class- 
room.” said Kathy Graham, a first- 
grade teacher at Sawtooth 
Elementary School. 

Criteria listed on the new report 
cards is based on districtwide cur- 
riculum guides. Curriculum 
Director Mary Ann Ranclls said. 
Teachers know specifically what 
students learned in the previous 
grade and what they will he 
expected to know when they 
advance to the next grade. It cuts 
down on repetitive instruction 
between grades. 

And parents can be sure that 
what students learn at Harrison 
Elementary is also being taught at 
Momingside, RanelLs said The con- 
tinuity helps when students from 
various elementary sdiools wind up 
in the simc junior liigli classroom. 

The more informative report 
cards will provide parents with 
the information diey need to help 
their children with school, she 
said. If parents know that a dtild 
struggles with reading compre- 
hension. they can help by reading 
with the child and answering 
questions about the text. 

Ann-Marie Dobbs, a third grade 
teacher at Perrine Elementary 
School, said site will explain the 
report cards to parents during 
conferences this week.

IDAHO FALLS — A fuzzy, 
football-sized baby African pen- 
guin horn Oct. (> marks 
Tautphaus Pack Zoo's first suc- 
cess breeding endangered 
species. 

The penguin spent its first 24 
/days” being fed regurgitated fisli 
by its parents. Zoo staff brought 
the chick out of its nest, made of 
rocks and dry grass in a dog ken- 
nel, last week. 

Three pairs of the zoo’s pen- 
guins are part of the Species 
Survival Plan, an international 
breeding and conserva 
gram of the American Zoo anti 
Aquarium Association. 

The program builds captive 
populations of animats whose 
numbers are dwindling in the 
wild. 

“That’s one of the goals, to 
maintain those populations so if 
their habitats can be preserved, 
the animals can go back into the 
wild." Bill Gersonde, the zoo’s 
superintendent, said. 

The number of the penguins 
living on islands off soli tlmust 
Africa has plummeted from more 
than 600,000 to I HO, 000 in the 
last 90 years, the American 
Zoological Association said. 

The birds are threatened by oil 
spills and overfishing, which has 
depleted their food sources. The 
African penguins raised in this 
country have not been released 
because those problems still 
threaten their survival in the 
wild, Gersonde said. 

Part of the captive-bleeding 
progrum involves controlling 
population numbers, since only 
so much spuce is available. 

In the case of the African pen- 
guins, most eggs are destroyed to 
prevent chicks from being bom. 
Only penguins with the best 
genetics are allowed to breed. 

The penguin will likely be 
placed in. another zoo once a suit- 
able partner is found, Gersonde 
said. 


BONN, Germany — German 
prostitutes should have a legal 
right to jobless, health and retire- 
ment benefits, the new govern- 
ment’s minister for women was 
quoted as saying.

Under German law, prostitutes 
are required to pay taxes but 
can’t claim the social welfare 
stale’s generous benefits. 

Prostitutes als o should be able 
to sue customers who don’t pay, 
Bergmann told the magazine. 

A Social Democrat like 
Chancellor Gerhard Schrocder, 
Bergmann is promoting a more 
liberal line on women’s rights 
and family issues than the previ- 
ous center-right government 
under Helmut KohL • 

She also called for a ban on 
pornography that shows violent 
or “sexually demeaning" acts 
against women and children. 

“I consider it an important sig- 
nal that society says: .We woa’t 
tolerate, this," she told'Dcr 
Spiegel. 


Glenn gradually readjusts to gravity

CAPE CANAVERAL — After a 
shaky reintroductiori To gravity, 
John Glenn was “95 or 98 percent 
back to normal” Sunday, walking 
briskly, telling jokes and urging 
old folks to follow their dreams. 

“I feel very elated that things 
went well. We got a lot of die data 
we were looking to get and worked_ 
'very hariT up there,"' NASA's 77-' 
yearold geriatric test subject said 
his first morning back on Eardi. 

“Obviously, we’d like to ... go 
right back up again, but that’s not 
to be. And so a sense of accom- 
plishment I guess I fed and a little 
bit of letdown that die whole tiling 
is over, maybe, but nothing seri- 
ous." 

In his first post-flight news con- 
ference, Glenn admitted he 
“didn’t fed too hot” when lie stood 
-and-walked"ourof"spacqshurtlc 
Discovery on Saturday. 

~ He was determined, diougli, to . 
join his six crcwmates for the tra- 
ditional walk around the shuttle. 

— “It LwouldJuu’C-been.on_my. . 
liands and knees I was going to do 
it," said Glenn, who beat die olJ- 
est-spaccman record by 16 years. 

“I wasn't quite to that point, but 
obviously I was not doing my best 
gait out there. I was not disorient- 
ed, that would be too strong a 
word for it. But you’re walking 
very spraddle- legged so you can 
keep your balance.” 

Even after a good night’s sleep, 
Glenn still was bong careful Sunday 
not to turn his head, which after 
nine days of weightlessness would 
hare made him dizzy. He described . 
itas being “alligator headed.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Republican leadership battle 
took to the airwaves Sunday as 
candidates to replace departing 
House Speaker Newt Gingrich 
and his lieutenants sought sup- 
port from colleagues who want 
the GOP to show a friendlier 
and more effective face. 

Momentarily interrupting 
their fevered phone campaign- 
ing for a parade through the 
Sunday talk shows, the GOP 
contenders differed less on poli- 
cy issues than on whether to 
work with Democrats next year 
in a narrowly divided House. A 
common campaign platform 
seemed to be, ‘I’m not Newt.’ 
Rep. Boh Livingston, R-La., 
hoping to succeed Gingrich, 
spoke of working with 
Democrats to produce legisla- 
tion on which n broad majority 
can agree. 

“I intend to reach out and 
.bring anybody who wants to 
together to formulate the legis- 
lation that we need." Livingston 
said on ABC’s "This Week with 
Sam, Donaldson and Cokie 
Roberts." 

His only opponent tlms far, 
Rep. Christopher Cox, R-Calif., 
proposed a cooperative agree- 
ment with the Republican 
Senate — something seldom 
seen under Gingrich — and 
promised to keep social policy 
issues out of basic speeding 
bills, a legislative tactic (hat 
often tied the House in knots. 

"This is not just about who is 
going to he the next speaker of 
thi\House,.it’s about the direc- 
tion of the country,” Cox said on 
CBS’s "Knee the Nation.” 

■A third House Republican 
who was weighing a run for 
speaker, Rep. James Talent, of 
Missouri, withdrew his name 
and threw his support to 
Livingston. 

Two additional potential can- 
didates for a House Republican 
leadership position may he 
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want to he an active citizen in 
public life." he said. 

An ABC News poll released 
Sunday showed iwo to one popu- 
lar support for Gingrich's depar- 
ture. Respondents were nearly 
unanimous for reducing parti- 
sanship in Congress. Overall, 58 
percent disapproved of the way 
Gingrich handled his job. The 
telephone poll of 503 adults was 
cunducred Nov. 7 and had a 
margin of error of 4.5 points.

The trick, according to some 
close to the situation, is getting 
from here to tiu^: at a time of 
great turmoil among Republicans 
who hold the majority on Capitol 
Hill.

in the Wasatch Mountains. 

JelT dement, 21, of Hennilccr, 
S.H., was killed on Saturday by 
an avalanche dial swept 500 verti- 
cal feet down the cliffs and 
exposed rocks of Mount Tialdy, a 
favorite destination for snow- 
boarders in Utile Cottonwood 
Canyon between Alta and 
Snowbird ski resorts. 

Neither resort is yet open for 
the season, nor had crews con- 
ducted any avalanche control on 
the steep north-facing slopes, said 
Sheriff’s Sgt. Lane Larkin. 
Around 12:30 p.m. Saturday, 
Clement, the last of his party to 
descend the slope, apparent ly 
kickcd loose the snow tliat started 
the slide. 

All those involved were in their 
early 20s, and four, of them had 
arrived in Utah from the eastern 
United States last month. 

A woman in the party was 
taken to Alla View Hospital with 
unspecified injuries to her legs.

N ever has so little elect oral 
change been so pregnant 
with political-meaning.

and they left the parties’ relative 
strength in Congress and the statehouses 
virtually unchanged. 

It’s hard to imagine a set of results that 
would constitute a more ringing endorse- 
ment of the status quo. A healthy econo- 
my, a generally content, even optimistic 
citizenry and a president enjoying strik- 
ingly high job approval ratings arc not 
the stuff of which voter rebellions are 
sparked. 

But in spite of this seemingly benign 
environment, tliis was no ordinary year 
in American politics. For almost 10" 
months the Washington community has 
been convulsed by a presidential scandal 
- one rooted in reckless sexual behavior 
by Bill Clinton but lent substantial 
weight by its linkage to a dvil suit 
against the president and an investiga- 
tion by Independent Counsel Kenneth 
Starr of possible pcrjuiy, obstruction of 
justice and witness tampering. 

It is impossible to overstate the extent 

to which tile political community felt be- 
trayed by the president and convinced 
that he would be forced from office, one 
way or the other. 

The public, on the other hand, while 
morally offended by the president’s mis- 
behavior and skeptical of the content of 
his character, has been steadfast in its 
belief that Clinton's personal failings did 
nor compromise his ability to function 
successfully as chief executive. Each new

Ironically, this message was not sent 
by making the midterm elections a refer- 
endum on impcadiment. Very few can- 
didates in cither party made the scandal 
a centerpiece of their campaigns, and a 
very small percentage of atizens ap- 
pears to have used the vote to express 
strong views on the president’s misbe- 
havior. To be sure, some changes in 
turnout patterns (such as the increase

The Republican Party has a good deal 
of soul-seardiing to do about where its 
most promising future lies, a process that 
could pay dividends for both die party 
and the country. And, after dieir demor- 
alizing defeat four years ago. Democrats 
have buoyed spirits about.thcir prospects — 
for regaining control of Congress in 2000 
and incentives to work with the presi-, 
dent to fashion a credible, attractive pro- 
gram for governing. Sure beats more 
scandal talk.

All of this gave Japan annual 
million-ton rice surpluses. But the

Subsidies don’t guarantee that 
small farmers will keep farming 
when better, easier jobs are 
available.

Wc must remember that the 
world's poor countries liave 90 
percent of their people on farms 
and hardly anyone lives well.

Nonetheless, countries must 
provide their farmers with 
opportunities for profit or else 
their farms, rural communities 
and good land management prac- 
tices are all at risk. 

It's a difficult balancing act. 
However, the world has tried 
farm subsidies, and history says 
they lead only to higher farm 
subsidies until the strains 
become too great and the sub- 
sidy systems collapse. 

What we haven't tried is liber- 
alizing farm trade, especially in a 
world where billions of people 
are newly affluent and hungry 
for meat and milk. 

We are going to be given 
another chance for it next year at 
the World Trade Organization 
summit. Will the world seize the 
opportunity?

' CHEYENNE, Wyo. (AP) — A 
date for a Western presidential 
primary election will be recom- 
mended at a meeting of elected 
and party leaders from eight 
Western states in November in 
Salt Lake City. 

Tlie creation of a Western pri- 
mary lias been a goal of Wyoming 
Gov. Jim Geringer, chairman of 
the Western Governors’ Associa- 
tion. 

“Issues important to the interi- 
or West have been virtually 
ignored in past elections," 
Geringer said in a statement 
issued Friday. “If several states 
band together to hold a primary, 
we increase the odds that the 
voice of the West will carry 
beyond our borders and all the 
way to Washington, D.C.” 

Nevada Assembly Minority 
Floor Leader Lynn Hettrick, a 
leading legislative advocate for 
the issue, said a Western presi- 


dential primary will force candi- 
dates to visit the West and come 
to grips with regional issues such 
as water, public lands and min- 


ing. 


“We don’t believe we’re going 
to change the world here," said 
Hettrick. “We believe we’re 
going to tilt it to the West." 

An early March date could 
make the region a deciding fac- 
tor in nominating presidential 
candidates, said Utah Gov. 
Mike Leavitt, who has also led 
the drive for a Western prima- 


ry. 


Among the political experts 
who will offer their views are for- 
mer Idaho governor and Interior 
Secretary Cecil Andrus and Dick 
WirthJin, pollster and advisor to 
former President Ronald 
Reagan. 

“Dick Wirthlin knows first 
hand what a presidential cam- 
paign considers in deciding 


where to spend its time, money 
and effort," said Leavitt. “We 
want his advice on how to get 
candidates not only to mbkc 
stops in the region but also to 
se(iously research and under- 
stand the issues important to our 
states and region.” 

California’s March 7 primary 
and its potential impact on the 
intermountain states will also be 
discussed. 

Participating in the meeting 
will be legislators, governors’ 
appointees and party leaders 
from Arizona, Colorado, Idaho, 
Montana, Nevada, New Mexico, 
Utah and Wyoming.

Whatever the cause, there’s 
always a desperate, shoving mob in the 
bleach aisle, and if you’re lucky enough to 
actually get a bottle, you must guard your 
shopping cart with firearms (which, in 
Miami, are sold in the firearms aisle). 

Once you have your bleach, you race 
frantically around the supermarket buying 
a massive supply of Emergency Hurricane 
Food, defined as “food that you will never 
actually consume, even if the alternutive is 
to eat your sofa.” You find yourself fighting 
with people for the last dust -covered can of 
Del Monte Lima Beans With Prone Parts in 
Hearty Clam Broth. During tliis plrnso, the 
supermarket employees often play pranks 
on the shoppers (“I put out a dozen cans 
labeled 'Sheep Vomit,’ and they were gone 
in seconds!”). 

The supermarket frenzy is one of the 
most dangerous times in any hurricane.

TWIN FALLS — At age 67, Rob 
Benoit weighed 275 pounds. His blood 
pressure was a stratospheric 230/90 

“I had become fat,” Benoit said. 

And then, one of the most frightening 
and embarrassing things in his life hap- 
pened. 

He was shopping with his wife one 
day when he began to feel ill. Very 
quickly, he found himself in the intern 
sivocare unit at the hospital. 

“They brought In a scale that was pan 
of a chair,” he said. “That was one of the 
most embarrassing things in my life.” 

This is what caused Benoit to take con- 
trol of his life, and exercise. 

“After my doctor got the blood pres- 
sure controlled, he didn't say anything,” 
Benoit said. “He didn't write out a diet 
or anything. From then on my wife and I 
had a change in lifestyle as far as food 
was concerned, and then, 10 days later 
cxerrise.” 

Jan Mittlcidcr, College of Southern 
Idaho wellness coordinator and teacher 
of senior-citizen fitness classes, said tliat 
with aging comes many misconceptions 
about exercise and the dangers of it. 

As a result, folks like Benoit allow 
their health to plummet downhill due to 
lack of exercise. 


"One of the things we have to deal 
with is by the time we gel to lie over GO, 
most of us have to manage a chronic ail- 
ment," Mittlcider said. “There’s lots of 
stereotypes about aging that are' still 
witli us." . .. ... .. 

One thing many people still liclicvc, 
Mittlcider said, is that by exercising you 
will wear out the numlier of heartbeats 
you have left. 

That’s a myth, Mittlcider said People 
get healtliier when they exercise. 

“I’ve seen women in their 90s make 
dramatic improvements," Mittlcider 
said. "Exercise is a great mood elevator. 
When it is of the right type and intensity 
it is one of the most important things u 
person can maintain." 

Mittlcider suggests beginning exercise 
routines moderately and slowly. The 
routine can lie a variety of things: walk- 
ing, for example, and then perhaps jog- 
ging. 

But, even just this is not enough. 
Older folks also have to get into some 
type of strength training. 

“As you get comfortable develop a 
more vigorous exercise program,” she 
said. “And it needs to be something you 
enjoy or you won’t do it." 

If a person has not had any exercise 
for a long period of time, simple things 
such as parking the car at the end of the

Briefs or boxers? 

— The -style of men’s underwear-probn— 
bly has no effect on their fertility, 
according to a recent study. It has long 
been known that high temperatures 
harm men’s sperm. From there it has 
seemed plausible that briefs, by hug- 
ging the scrotal sac close to the body, 

'keep the testicles warmer than boxer 
shorts nnd thus lessen fertility. But a 
study of 97 men by Robert Munkelwitz 
and Bruce R. Gilbert, urologists. at tite 
State University of New York at Stony 
Brook, found by a variety of tempera- 
ture readings and semen analyses that 
underwear style had no effect on testi- 
cle size or sperm .quality.

Supplies of the new breast can- 
cer drug Hercentin lwgan arriving 
at clinics and doctors' offices last 
month, ushering in a new era of 
cancer treatment that attempts to 
target the very flawed genetic 
mechanisms that cause the dis- 
ease. 

Hcrccptin is undoubtedly a 
major advance. But it has limits. 

The drug is for xvomen with 
breast cancer that has spread to 
other parts of their bodies, or 
meiastasizcd, a condition that typi- 
cally yields very low survival rates. 
And Hcrccptin works only in 
women whose tumors overproduce 
a protein called HER2/ncu. (The 
gene is also referred to as erbB-2 
and ERBB2.) 

“In one-third of breast cancers, 
that gene has been amplified,” 
says Anna Wu, an associate 
research scientist at the Beckman 
Research Institute in Duarte, Calif. 
“The cell is more sensitive and 
responsive to the signaling process 
that controls growth." 

In these women, breast cancer 
tends to lie more aggressive, and 
patients have higher recurrence 
and mortality rates. 

Hcrccptin is a genetically engi- 
neered antibody that is designed 
to attack specific ameer cells — in 
this case, the cells that produce 
HER2/ncu. It works by keeping 
the protein from reproducing and 
thus helps shrink die tumor. 

But Hercepun, which is made by 
Genentech, a South San Francisco 
hiotedmology company, is no cure. 
Studies show that ui 45 percent of 
cases women improved while tak- 
ing Hcrccptin and chemotherapy 
compared with a 29 percent 
improved rate in women taking 
chemotherapy alone. Women tak- 
ing Hcrccptin on average experi- 
enced 7.2 months before the dis- 
ease progressed, contrasted with 
4.5 mondis for women on standard 
chemotherapy. 

Hcrccptin is not without risks. 
Studies show it can weaken the 
heart muscle and lead to conges- 
tive heart failure in some patients. 
Patients on the medication are 
advised to undergo regular heart 
function monitoring. 

Most patients eventually 
relapse. Overall, Herccptin 
improved by 16 i>ercent the odds 
of surviving a full year, Most 
patients gained about three extra 
months of life because of the drug 
precious time, to be sure.
